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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest reference of record, Maier et al., EP 1,101,764 (and corresponding CAPLUS 
Abstract 134:366871) disclose certain compounds having (4-trifluoromethylpyrazol-l-yl) group, 
see the compounds having RN 340690-15-5; 340690-16-6; 340690-18-8; 340690-19-9 and 
340690-20-2 in the CAPLUS Abstract; or the compounds disclosed in page 4, paragraph [0028] 
and claim 6 of EP'764. The reference, however, is specifically drawn to compounds having 3- 
trifluoromethylpyrazolyl group, see the generic structural formula (I) in page 2 and the preferred 
subgeneneric formula (IA) in page 4. Further, the processes of preparation (A)-(C) for the 
reference compounds at pages 5-6 of EP'764, clearly provide that compounds of formula (II), 
(V) or (VI) are reacted with "3-(trifluoromethyI)-lH-pyrazole'\ Therefore, the processes 
provided in the reference would yield products that are consistent with structural formula (I), 
having the 3-(trifluoromethyl)-lH-pyrazol-l-yl group, see the compounds of Examples 1-6. 

The Declaration by Dr. Martin Hills filed March 20, 2007 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1-12 and 14-15 based upon Maier and Selby references. Applicant submits 
that the declaration provides evidence of unexpected and superior results for the compounds of 
the invention in comparison to the closest prior art compounds based on the results provided in 
Tables 1-3 in the declaration.
